THE HOOK 


The pumaries in Wisconsin, New York, 


Illinois and Nebraska are 
identical in 


showing the open hostility of the farm 
vote to the administration. 


This heavy vote in agricultural sec- 


tions everywhere against third term dic- 
tatorship and AJcatraz financial policies 
should be enough to satisfy the public 
Uiat the farmers of America today are 
of the same stuff that caused the farmers 
of Lexingt'.r, to stand against the British 
regular-. 


The Administration lias made it very 


difficult for the farmers and

them exceedingly. Just prior to the pri- 
mary in Xew York there was circulated 
an official publication of the Northeast 
Division of the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration, probably identical to those 
circulated elsewhere excepting in regard 
to local conditions. This pamphlet dis- 
closed several interesting features, not 
the least of which is the $200 bait offered 
farmers for their votes. 
Further, the 


pamphlet reveals these purposes: 


(1) Control of potato crop by with- 


holding part of the bait if the terms are 


, not accepted. 
(2) Offering payments to 


farmers to clear their woodlots, to prune 
their trees, and for any reforestation; 


- (3) Make payments to farmers to keep 


livestock out of woodlots and (4) Pay- 
ments to be made for contour furrowing 
and strip cropping, and several other op- 
erations that every farmer would do with- 
out bribery. 


In respect to the $200 which the pub- 


lication hopes every farmer will "earn" 
there is a strange and involved mixture 
of rewards and penalties so worded, add- 
ed and subtracted as to leave room for an 
argument that there was something gen- 
uine about it besides bribery. Thus in re- 
spect to potatoes there is a penalty of 30 
cents a bushel on every acre over three 
and since a good yield should run 150 
bushels an acre the possible subtraction 
is $45 per acre. But in other respects 
there is a bald, brazen and undisguised 
attempt to purchase the farmer's support 
for doing something soft and easy, some- 
thing he has always done anyway if he 
•was half a farmer. 


We suppose the farmers have figured 


out a good deal faster than the workers 
of this country that they are only being 


• bribed by their own money, that is, after 


first making them pay the billion and a 
half annual payroll for the Praetorian 
guard. They are going to sweat through 
many harvests just to pay their share of 
the interest on the debt created to buy 
them and the rest.

THE GREAT WAR VACANCY 


In running through encyclopedias that 


deal with the history and methods of war- 
fare we have come upon a startling blank. 


Suitable chapters will be found upon 


Food Problems of War, Medical Science 
and War, National Ideals and War, In- 
strumentalities of War and many others 
even down to a concluding one on War 
Pensions. Yet books, a great and inter- 
esting library, could be written upon the 
individual crime and trickery of war if it 
were only possible to get material that 
is so often written in secret code and hid- 
den in secret places. 


The Germans, it is now claimed, took 


Oslo by trickery. Forged orders are said 
to have been delivered to Norwegian of- 
ficers in the names of their superiors 
and certain other Norwegian officers so 
conducted themselves as to lead to the flat 
charge of treachery. 


All the way from the Trojan Horse to 


Benedict Arnold, the people have assumed 
a childlike innocence in respect to war- 
like operations. They forget that warfare 
is the antithesis of decency and the friend 
of corruption just as surely as death is 
the enemy of life. 


That Germany has been alert to use 


every single method and influence, how- 
ever reprehensible on its face, does not 
mean the Allies are altogether asleep. 
Those English boats down the

Before Germany attacked Norway she 


made a long and detailed investigation 
of that country, its harbors and highways 
no less than its men of influence and 
position. Wherever it could it hunted out 
a certain type of man whom we may call 
a Benedict Arnold because this type is 
always suitable for treason. The poten- 
tial traitor is a proud man envious of 
those who have forged ahead of him in 
rank. In his blood there smolders slow- 
ly but deeply a raging fire of hatred and 
resentment. 
This man may be bought

Seedlings started indoors in pots 


or flats are probably growing along 
nicely. The danger to guard against 
now is an overwet condition which 
vill rause them to become discard 
.11 the point \vherc they meet the 
soil. Bacterial diseases covered by 
the term "fungous growths" spread 


over the soil, surround vthc plant 
stem and, in many instances, send 
their tiny feeding roots into plant 
cells. The plant then turns black a 
the base and tumbles over helpless 
When this stage arrives there is lit 
tie chance of saving the seedlings. 


The wise gardener takes preven- 


tative measures. So simple a pro- 
cess as watering one day each week 
with a dilute solution of potassium 
permanganate is sufficient to pre- 
vent the growth of funguses on soil. 
The strength of the permanganate 
solution rr.ay be tested by filling a 
glass tumbler \\ith dilute solution 
and examining its color by holding 
the tumbler ir. front of a while 
card. A faint pinkish-purple tint in- 
dicates the right itrenglh. Strong 
solutions may prove harmful to 
some seedlings. Vary the use of 
permanganate water with a dilute 
fertilizer solution and the seedlings 
will grow actively. 


As the seedlings make top growth 


they are liable to become spindly 
or leggy and bend in the direction 
of the light While turning the pot 
or box so that a new portion is ex- 
posed to the light source each day 
is helpful, a reflector of white card-

To Liberty, Former Editor Tells 
Business, Professional Women 
"A 


S LONG AS THE PRESS IS FREE, liberty cannot fail," Mrs. 
Herbert V. Kohler, the former Ruth De Young and former 
woman's editor of the Chicago Tribune, told Appleton Business 


and Professional Women's club at a dinner meeting last night at Conwtfy 
hotel. She addressed the group of about 65 women on the subject, "Wom- 
en in Journalism." 


Reviewing the part newspapers have played in the advancement of 


civilization and human liberty, Mrs. Kohler said that the public is in- 
debted to the newspapers for their vigilance in protecting their right to 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happness. She states that every advance in 
human liberty has been made as the result of editors fighting to uphold 
human rights, and every loss of liberty has been accompanied by subju- 
gation of the press. 
„ 


Newspapers have not only the right to publish the truth but have an 


obligation to keep people informed 
as to what is going on, particularly 
what is being done in the govern- 
ment, the speaker added, and this 
provides a means of checking on 
th_ government. 


Mrs. Kohler substantiated 
her 


statement as to the importance of 
maintaining a free press by point- 
ing to- a provision of the recent ul- 
timatum issued by Hitler to Nor- 
way which called for the complete 
control of the press and radio by 
Germany, and which Norway re- 
jected. In all of the dictatorships of 
Europe, the press is controlled by 
the government, she said.

into <the presidency of the Building Service Employes' International un- 
ion, has acquired a mansion of 27 rooms on the shores of Lake Mamanas- 
co, at Ridgefield, Conn., a region much favored by rich refugees from 
the New York state income tax. Mr. Scalise is now refitting the place for 
occupancy, and two servants, or caretakers, are in 
residence, while tree surgeons leap- from bough to 
bough amid the maples, oaks and beeches, amputating 
limbs which were damaged in the great sleet storm of 
six weeks ago. Plumbers and masons also are on the 
job, and to date Mr. Scalise has spent about $7,000 on 
rehabilitation of his country estate. He pays cash and 
is regarded as an excellent client.
